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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Friedhoff does not teach 
"at least two mobility-modifiers, wherein each different mobility-modifier is capable of sequence specific binding to a different 
addressable support specific portion" because the two oligonucleotides of Friedhoff differ by a single base at the 5' end. Applicant is 
simply incorrect. Sequences which differ are capable of differential binding to different target sequences. This is the basis of allele 
specific hybridization, an extremely well known technique in the art. So Applicant is simply factually incorrect since the sequences are 
"capable of sequence specific binding" thereby meeting the limitation of the claim. Therefore, the rejection remains applicable..
